DIPIAIMATIC REPRESENTATIVES PKESFENT. 

The surprise of the day was the. presence of 
all diplomatic representatives now iu Paris.

The American representation is the farthest 
behind. There is not, for instance, at this 
writing, a vestige of tle great national educa- 
tional eXhivit io be seen, nor are the consign- 
ments sent from individual states, nearly all 
of which are to be represented, out of the 
packing boxes. So far as the present indi- 
cations go, the American exhibit on the indus- 
trial side will be the most impressive in gold 
and silver smithing, in glassware, which has 
made a marked nonsation among the French 
and Austrian giassmnal cers, and in machinery, 

dhe Palace, rightly so named, devoted to 
machinery, isa magnificent edifice in which 
the world’s congress might sit. Its architec- 
tural beauty and the splendor of its decora- 
tions aloné render it one of the great centres of 
interest. The chief attraction in it is the 
Edison display of motors, machines and ap- 
paratus. An idea of 

THE VASTOESS OF THE EXPOSITION 
may be gained from the area it covers. Al- 
though the exhibition buildings are closely 
grouped, the total ground surface exeeeds 
three million square fect, The Champ De 
Mars, ‘Trocadero palace gardens, Esplanade of 
nvalides and the auays of the Seine, extend- 
ing between the Champ DeMars and the In- 
valides ouildings, blend Strength, suitability, 
ight and grace in their composition. Their 
luterior architectural lines are notably free and 
symm strical, while their decorations surpass 
in elegance of design and richness of tone those 
of any structures ever put up for a similar use, 
The most accomplished artists have beem em- 
ployed upon every part of the work, and col- 
ors while high in Key, are rich and effective 
without being glaring. Indeed, the dec- 
orations of the interiors would adorn the 
finest permanent public edifices. 
THE AMOUNT EXPENDED. 

The whole appropriation ($8,600,000) made 
by the French government has been expended 
and further.sums have been set apart for offi- 
cial courtesies. The republic, municipality 
aud exposition wiil jointly defray the expenses 
of illuininations and festivities this evening. 

The last exposition resulted in an apparent 
loss of more than 6,000,000, but bhee there 
was an actual profit is not doubted. The 
number of visitors registered—and every Vis- 
itor in Paris has to register —exceeded 200,000, 
and, estimating an expenditare of $50 to each 
person. the net income of the city exceeded 
*® 10,000, 000, 

The increase in theater receints alone during 
the exposition was more than. S200, 000. The 
entries this vear exceed these of previous 
years, especially in the foreign sections. ‘The 
most notable in this respect are Kussia and 
Great Britain. The display of the potteres of 
Staffordshire and Worcestershire constitute a 
remarkable exhibit ion. The total number of 
entries in the fine arts department ts 6,600,

His long voluntary 
exile in Europe and his oflicial, iz brief, career 
as the head of the society of bBrit- 
ish artist awkened in tie breasts of 
Americans some resentment. ‘Lie submission 
of his exposition pictures to an American jury 
was a surprising act of patriotism which did 
not, however, encounter a reciprocal appro- 
priation, anda number of his pictures were 
rejected. In intelligible wrath he withdrew 
them all and submitted them with acclama- 
tion and acceptance to the British jury, where 
he is now classitied. The conduct of the 
American jury was not devoid of petulance, 
for it is certain that Whistler will be eageriy

New Orveans, May 6.—A special from La- 
fayette, La., says, at 6 o’clock this morning a 
party of twenty-five or thirty men, armed 
with Winchester rifles, surrounded the court 
house, while several large bands, also armed, 
remained just outside of the town limits. 
These men, in menacing tones, proclaimed 
that nO negro would be allowed to vote at this 
municipal election. A large number of men 
with atfms were in the immediate neighbor- 
hood of the court house square and at the sev 
eral emtrances to the square armed men were 
posted and the negroes were not permitted to 
enter, 

At 6:90 Sheriff Broussard offered to escort a 
number of men at the north entrance to the 
sqtiare to vote. Heattempted to enter with 
these men, when there wasa rush of armed 
men to the entrance, and shouts were heard of 
“Shoot them!’’ “Kill him!’ ‘‘Don't allow the 
ee ee  ——— tovoin!”’ and the voters 
turned back ‘The sheriff entered the court- 
house, and the commissioners and clerk of 
court and sherifi, who were holding the elec- 
tion, then closed the polls and retired. A 
sworn statement by these officers was for- 
pene by nrail to the governor. 

er dispatches from LaFayette fully con- 
dire ‘ the reports seni this afternoon. Governor 
Nichols received a dispatch from Sheriff 
Hroussard concerning the outrage and stating 
that he had succeeded in arresting and landing 
in jail ten of the ‘‘regulators.’’ The sheriff 
thinks the parish authorities will be abie to 
SUP Press ‘ie disorder and punish those -en- 
gaged in the outrage.

-Information comes from 
fiect that Vernon, a 
sparsely settled parish on the border of Texas, 
appears on the eve of civil war, and much 
blcod may flaw. Two years ago, A. D. Lyles 
a Texas desperado, who, it is charged, had 
been driven from that state for cattle stealing, 
settled in Vernon parish and engaged in stock 
dealing. He always went heavily armed and 
inclined to murderous aggressiveness. So 
odious did he become that one night recently 
he was fitled with buckshot and left 
dead, Six miles from Leesburg. 
His killing was the beginning of the trouble. 
Tie editor of the Pe ople ‘s’ Friend attacked 
State Senator E. E. Smart, a prosperous and 
influential citizen’, accusing him of the criine, 
and demanding punishment. The Vernon 
News -‘Ylefended the senator. The parish 
speedily divided into factions, the old element 
supporting the News and the border rufiians 
the Friend. Mr. Sorrell, editor of the latter 
has made himself very aggressive, and it is 
feared he will be kil ed. If such an event 
occurs, the two factions will fight with bloody 
results.

which stood near, being burned tothe ground.

MURDER NEAR BIRMINGHAM. 


An Old Man B raine <i Withan Ax While De- 
fending His Wife 
BinuincHam, Ala., May 6.—[{Special.]—At 
the litthe mining town of Sandusky, seven 
miles from this city, T. L. Blakely, an old 
miner, was murdered last night while trying 
to defend bis wife from insult. Two railroad 
laborers, named Tate and Hays, went to 
Blakely’s house under the influence of liquor. 
They had been in the house only a short time 
when they began to insult Mrs. ‘Blakely. Her 
husband resented it, and was knocked down. 
Being unarmed, he went out into the yard and 
secured an ax. As soon as he returned to the 
room both men sprang upon him, and, disarm- 
ing him, struck him several blows with his 
own ax, Blakely’ s head was crushed in several 
places and his brains ran out on the tloor. As 
soon as he fell Tate and Hays fled, and at last 
accounts had not been captured. Blakely and 
his wife were quiet, inoffensive people. very 
popular among the miners, and the crime has 
c aused much EXC iteme nt.

Yesterday morning a young girl, apparently 
about fifteen years of age, entered Judge 
Landrum’s office, and approaching that gen- 
tleman, stated that she wanted toask his ad- 
vice about getting some clothes which she said 
were in the possession of a crazy woman with 
whom she had been living. 

The girl is a pretty little brunette, and her 
manner and story at once eylisted Judge Lan- 
dium’s attention. 

When questioned, she said that her name 
was, or the name by which sheisknown, was 
Ida Barry, and that she had been living at %% 
Courtland avenue. 

“But,’’ she said, ‘‘my right name isn’t Bar- 
ry,andthe woman with whom I have been 
living is no kin to me, but I have been living 
with her all my life, ever since I can remem 
ber. [ don’t know what my real name is, but 
every month Mrs. Barry,the woman whoraised 
me, receives money from Savannah for my s@p- 
port. She Won’t spend it on me, though, but 
keeps it herself, and hardly allows me enough 
to live on.”’ 

*Doesn’t she treat you right?” 

“No. she don’t. She’s crazy, and its almest 
impossible to live with her at all, and I don't 


| see how I managed to get along with her as 


long as I have. Sometimes she carries on 
outrageously, and raves almost like a maniac 
She even goes out begging though she is 
worth quite a good deal.” 

‘But why do you want to get your clothes 
away from her? Don’t you want to live with 
her ’?”’ 

‘“‘No, I don't: and I have tried to run away 
several times before, but she would not Jet ine 
have my clothes, and so this time I just de- 
cided to go without them.” 

“Then you do not live with her now ?’ 

“No, sir. Last Tuesday a week ago, she 
treated me badly, and I left. and have not 
been back since. But,’’ she said, looking 
down at the dress she wore, ‘I must have my 
clothes, and then I will let her alone and 
never trouble her any more. I have asked the 
advice of some ofticers, and they told me to 
come to you and get a possessory warrant for 
the things.

Later in the day, Mrs. Barry. who had been 
informed of what had transpired in the justice 
court, cailed on Judge Landrum, to see what 
was to be done in the matter. 

Mrs. Barry isa nice looking old lady, and 
the waywardness of her adopted daughter has 
caused her a great deal of unhappiness. She 
isa lady of good education and refinement, 
and no one could for a moment doubt her at- 
tachment to the young girl, whom she has 
cared for from infaney, giving her all the ad- 
vantages within her means, educating and 
providing for her the same as if she had been 
her own child, instead of a homeless wail, 

Toa ConsTiruTIoN reporter, Mrs. B 
told the following story: 

‘‘Tda Barry is my adopted daughter; that is, 
she was entrusted to my care when she was an 
infant, being only a few months ola, and 
though I have never had any papers of 
guardianship made out, it was just because I

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CALLED OUT IN THE DARK 


AND SHOT AND INSTANTLY KILLED 
BY AN ASSASSIN, 
A Gwinnett County Liquor Dealer Shot 
Dead, it is Supposed, by Some One Whom 
He Had Reported. 


LAWRENCEVILLE, Ga,, May 6.—{Special.]— 
Last night ateleven o’clock, James H. Pierce 
was called from his house and shot to death. 
The assassin is unknown. He called for 
Pierce. who had been selling whisky by the 
gallon and asked him if he had any. He re- 
plied he had, but his licence was out, and at 
this- point the. gun was (fired, Pierce 
falling and exclaming ashe fell “God have 
mercy onme.”’ He died instantly. 

Rumor says he had reported Frank Rice, 
whom the officers carried to Atlanta Saturday 
for elicit distilling, and that this is the cause 
of the killing. Rice was in Atlanta at the 
time of the killing. The coroner’s jury are 
stillout. It is reported that Mrs. Ewing, who 
was present at Pierce’s residence, recognized 
the voice of the par.y who called for liquor, 
and would swear who did the killing. Itis 
not known at this place whom she refers to. 
Mr. Gill, the storekeeper at Livesy distillery, 
was there also, but ho was asleep and could 
throw no light upon this awful tragedy. Pierce 
was an inoffensive and somewhat good na- 
tured man, and was at the time recovering 
from an operation for cancer. The cougtry is 
in intense excitement, and in all probability 
the assassin will have to face the charges. 

THE CORONER'S JURY 
in the inquest case rendered a verdict finding 
that Frank Griftin fired the shot that ki.led 
James Pearce. He is a nephew of Frank Rice, 
Mrs. Ewing testified it was his yoice that she 
heard calling Pearce, and the jury tound ac- 
cordingly. ‘There are 110 shotof No. 2 and 3 
sizes in his body. It is supposed both barrels 
were shot at once. A warrant was sworn out 
for Griffin, charging him with the murder, _ 
upon investigation the court—justices of th 
peace presiding—discharged him, though Siee: 
Ewing swore to Grillin. The people are il- 
dignant at the judgment. Itis unknown what 
additional steps will be taken at present, if 
any. Griffin is stiilin the cemmunity at last 
report of him.

Mrs. Pierce has sworn outa new warrant for 
the murder of her husband, charging Trank 
Rice, Buck Adams, Burel Lockling, Colone! 
William Griffin and James Whitworth with 
the offense.

More About the Olive Bill. 

Epitors ConsSTITuTIon: The statealliance 
at iis recent convention in Atlanta instructed the 
members of the legislature to support the “Olive 
bill,” but failed to make clear to my mind why we 
should supportit.

Dr. Henry M. Field's Prayer in Madison 
Square Church. 

On the Sunday befere the Washington cen- 
tennial, Dr. Parkhurst de'ivered a grand national 
sermon in the Madison square church in New York, 
Dr. Henry M. Field, the distinguished editor of the 
Evangelist, wasinvited to make the preyer, and 
perbaps, for the first tlme in N.w York, the confed« 
erate soldiers were prayed for by name. Dr. Field’s 
piayer was as follows: 

‘Especially do we pray for the south: that as she 
has suffered most from the ravages of war, she may 
experience mostoft the blessings of peace.

May her indusirles revive, and 
her fie.ds yield abundantly, so that she may rejoice 
in the return of eeneral prosperity. 

“And we pray for the soutbern people, onte 
estranged from.us by bitter strife, but now no more 
Strangers and foreigners, but fellowscitizens with 
us of the same great commonwealth of our Ameri- 
can Israel. 

“May the north and the south draw more and 
more together, till the only strife shall be which 
shall outdo the other in their mutual good will, 

“Nor can we forget, on this day of crateful memo- 
ries, the sorrows that still rest over many 
in all parts of the land, whose homes 
haye been made desolate because of those who 
have gone out from them never to return, 
where bereaved mothers sit like Rachel weeping for 
her children, and that will not be com/orted bex« 
cause they are not. These are sorrows which Thou, 
©, God! alone canst heal. but may we help to soothe 
them by our sympathy and tenderness, 

And we pray for the soldiers of 
and not for those only whom a grate- 
ful country remembers with generous aid- 

ut for the confederate soldiers also, who, though 
once arrayed against us, are now our brothers, and 
for whom we pray the more earnestly because they 
have sulieredso much.

THE TREZEVANT CLAIM, 


The United States Supreme Court Decides in 
Favor of Georwia. 

The following telegram was received from 
Washington last night: 

The court of claims today gave a judgment for 
$35,009 In favor of the state of Georgia in its suit 
against the Uniied States to recover money ad- 
vanced to the government during the revolutionary 
war. The money had Acen withheld from the 
state by the accounting officers of the treasury asa 
setofito money due the goeernment under the 
direct tax law. The court held that asthe state of 
G*orgia bad never assumed the direct tax, there 
was no obligation on her part to pay the same, and 
that, therefore, ibe offset had been wrongfully 
made. 

This amount, $35,555, is principal and inter- 
est due thestate of Georgia for money ad- 
vanced by her to pay for the removal of the 
Indians from their reservation in Georgia. 
By anact of congress, seven years ago, 
claim was recognized as just, and ordered paid, 
The comptroller of the treasury refused to pay 
itover tothe state’s agent, claiming thatit 
should be applied to the payment of Georgia’s 
uppaid balance due on her direct tax assegs- 
ment. And this is the issue just determined 
by the supreme court of the United States. 
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SOME MORE ASSETS, 
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James Turns Over Some Cash to 
Receiver Northen. 

Sixteen hundred and eighteen dollars and 
ninety-eight cents! 

That is what Banker J. H. James turned 
over. to Mr. C. J. Northen, receiver of the 
Mercantile Banking company yesterday morn- 
ing. It was the amount of money held by the 
United States National bank of New York, 
on which the Citizen's National bank of Louis- 
ville, had served an attuchment. 

The Citizen’s bank decided to dismiss its 
claim, and after that was done Mr. 
James sent a draft for the. money. The 
money had been deposited there by J. R. Tol- 
leson through the James bank, and when it 
was attached a contest arose. So soon asthe 
Citizen’s bank withdrew its individual claim 
on the money the deposit became a part of the 
assets of the creditors of the Mercantile Bank- 
ing company, and was turned overto the re- 
ceiver in accordance with the law.

the wieans by which they died. 

Bat who wielded that ax ? 

It was known that Mr. DeFoor usually kept 
larve sums of money about the house and it 
soon became acurrent belief that he and his 
wife liad been killed and the money stolen. 

The murder created an intense excitement, 
and the best detectives in the country. were 
put upon the case, 

Several negroes weee arrested and charged 
with the murder. ‘These were placed on trial 
for their life, and one Asa Gunn was con- 
vieted. Subsequently, however, he secured a 
new trial and was finally acquitted. 

Then the murder began to die out. 

Qn yesterday Mr. Armstead, who once 
owned Ponce de Leon springs, was in the city 
and again brought the double crime out. ‘To 
a triend he stated that it was currently ru- 
mored throughout the DeFoor neighborhood 
that some one had recently died, and before 
death had confessed the crime, 

Mir. Armstead is said to have stated that the 
confession was complete in its details, and 
that the parity who made it had just died. He 
added that the story was generally talked in 
the neighborheod of Bolton. 

A CONSTITUTION. reporter was sent to Bo!- 
tou yesterday. Mr. Martin Walker, who lives 
just across the road from where the old people 
were kilied, was seen.
